Elba City Board of Education adopts $3.9 
million budget for 1988-89 school year 


The Elba City Board of Educa- 
tion met in special session on 
Thursday, Sept.29 and approved a 
budget of $3.9 million for the 
1988-89 school year, 

The budget revealed expected rev- 
enue of $4,040,492.52 during the 
year, with the total including $2.8 
million from the state and 
$431,000 in local funding. 

The expenditures for the year are 
projected at $3,998,210.62, with 
over $2.1 million going toward sal- 
aries. 

Supt. Lamar Foley stated that 
the budget was slightly higher than 
the budget of a year ago, due pri- 
marily to the recent 7.5 percent 
state mandated pay raise to all em- 
ployces, 

"It is without a doubt a no frills 
budget,” said Foley. "We feel good 
about no proration in the budget 
and feel confident we will receive 
all funds allocated.” 

In other business at the meeting, 
the board: 

***anproved a field trip request 
by the Spanish class at Elba High 
School to attend two spanish speak- 
ing plays at the Alabama Theater, 
in Birmingham, with the under- 
standing that the students must pro- 
vide funds for a chartered bus; 


***anproved a request. from the 
Vocational Agriculture Department 
at Elba High School for permission 
for students to attend the Sunbelt 
Agriculture Exposition in Moultry, 
Georgia, with the understanding 
students attending must pay the 
cost of chartering a bus; 

***anproved a request from 
mathematics teachers Sue Adkison 
and Sue King that the teachers be 


allowed to attend a math conference 
at Ft. Walton, Florida with the 
board paying expenses; 

***and, heard Supt. Foley state 
that the school year was off to an 
excellent start with lower teacher 
class loads in the elementary 
school.

In an age when divorce becomes more common every day, more considera- 
tion needs to be given to what the Bible teaches. Jesus told of God's ideal 
for marriage: "Have ye not read, that he which made them at the beginning 
made them male and female, and said, For this cause shall a man leave father 
and mother, and shall cleave to his wife: and they twain shall be one flesh? 
Wherefore they are no more twain, but one flesh, What therefore God hath 
joined together, let not man put asunder" (Matt, 19:4-6). God's ideal is the 
ynion of one man, and one woman, for life. 

Moses did allow the Jews to divorce, however. When the Jews asked Jesus 
why, He said, "Moses because of the hardness of your hearts suffered you to 
put away your wives: but from the beginning it was not so” (Matt. 19:8). 
Moses allowed divorce only because of "the hardness of their hearts." The 
giving of a decree of divorce was necessary to protect women from their hard 
hearted husbands. Jesus continued, “And I say unto you, Whosoever shall 
put away his wife, except it be for fornication, and shall marry another, 
committeth adultery, and whosoever marrieth her whcih is put away doth 
commit adultery" (Matt. 19:9). Jesus here gave the only grounds for divorce 


which God recognizes, for fornication. 


The word “fornication” has a very broad meaning, to include any and all 
sexual relations outside of the legal, scriptural marriage. Fornication in- 
cludes adultery by a married person, pre-marital sex, homosexuality, incest, 
and any other other illicit sexual activity. Fornication is the one cause for 


divorce which God recognizes. 


Who then, after a divorce, has the right to remarry? The one cause for di- 
vorce in God's plan is for fornication. The Keon who divorces for another 
cause does not have the right to remarry. 

God's will, one may divorce only according to God's will. Certainly, the 
person who is divorced because of having broken the bonds of marriage by 
committing adultery, or fornication, does not have the right to remarry. 
Though the civil law may allow it, itis not in accordance with God's will. 
The only divorced person who has a right to remarry is the “innocent party, 
the one did not break the bonds of marriage by fornication. 

Malachi the prophet wrote,"the Lord, the God of Israel saith that he hateth 
al, 3:16). God hates divorce, and even when one of the 
marriage partners has committed adultery, it is not God's desire that they be 
divorced, Marriage according to God's plan is a wonderful thing. It is worth

juries that athletes suffer. 1 meet 
with the coaches at ten schools 
across south Alabama twice a week, 
give advice and equipment and train- 
ing room needs and also treat the 
athletes in need of attention. A 
member of the orthopedic staff from 
Alabama Sports Medicine is on the 
campus at Troy State every Monday 
to meet with high school athletes 
and make medical evaluations and 
of course any athlete in need of sur- 
gery always has the option of using 
the facilities in Birmingham,” 

"Sports medicine is an up and 
coming field,” added Ash, "and this 
service also fills a void that exists 
at the high school level. Out of ap- 
proximately 1.2 million football 
players in the nation, one-third will 
have an injury during the season 
that will result in lost time on the 
field. The coaches simply don't 
have the time or medical training to 
properly treat every athlete and an 
average of 70 percent of the injuries 
are not treated correctly when the 
injury first occurs.” 

"Troy State has begun a program 
that will enable students to become 
certified athletic trainers,” said Ash, 
"and in the program the athletic 
trainer will first get a degree in an- 
other area and at the same time be- 
come certified. This will enable 
many teachers and coaches to get 
their degrees in education or physi- 
cal education and at the same time 
be a certified athletic trainer. The 
primary concerns of a trainer are to 
(1) prevent injuries through the use 
of proper equipment, (2) provide an 
all important initial evaluation of 
injuries, (3) screen injuries and 
make recommendations about spe- 
cial protective devises and (4) to 
make sure the athletes receive the 
proper nutrition.” 

Later this fall Troy State will 
host a sports medicine seminar for 
all area coaches and interested per- 
sons and in the spring members of 
the Alabama Sports Medicine group 
will administer group physical ex- 
aminations for teams and in doing 
so will put the athletes through a 
28 station physical exam to help 
screen potential injuries and pre- 
scribe proyiums that may prevent 
some of the myuries before they oc 
cu

Enjoy doves 2 ways - hunting and eating

Three members of the dove fami- 
ly inhabit Alabama - ground dove, 
mouming dove and common pig- 
eon. Two are abundant,with the 
most abundant is the mourning 
dove and the next being the pigeon. 

Pigeons are almost urban dwell- 
ers and come in a variety of colors 
and are widely distributed, especial- 
ly in towns and cities. 

The third member of the dove 
family, the small common ground 
dove, is restricted to the southern 
third of the state and is not abun- 
dant even on preferred habitat. 

The mourning dove is a prolific 
game species and a single pair may 
nest as Often as six times each 
spring and summer. Young mourm- 
ing doves from an early hatched 
brood have been reported to begin 
nesting in late July and August of 
the same year and it is this produc- 
tivity that maintains high dove 
populations. 

Banding records show that young 
doves make up about 70 percent of 


the dove population each fall, while 
in comparison, the bobwhite quail 
turnover is about 80 percent, with 
an average clutch of 14 eggs. 

The mourning dove's high pro- 
ductive potential supports the third 
most important sport hunting in 
Alabama, behind only deer and 
squirrel. Hunter questionnaire re- 
sults reveal that more than 100,000 
Alabamians harvest approximately 
3.5 million mourning doves during 
an average year. 

Arithmetic shows that the aver- 
age hunter takes about 35 doves 
each season. The dove season 
opened Sept,.10 in the north zone of 
Alabama and Sept.24 in the south 
zone, 

Doves can provide a very tasly 
dish for the dinner table and there 
are many good recipes. The follow- 
ing is a favorite low-calorie recipe: 


BRAISED DOVES 
6 dove breasts, halyed 
salt, pepper, flour 
cooking fat 


Coat the breasts with seasoned 
flour by shaking flour and doves in

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Motion filed to dismiss New Brockton mayoral challenge 


A preliminary hearing was held 
on Thursday, Oct.6, at the court- 
house in Enterprise on an election 
challenge filed by former New 
Brockton city councilman Robert 
Miles concerning the recent mayor- 
al election in New Brockton and af- 
ter hearing approximately one hour 
of arguments, Circuit Judge Terry 
Butts took the case under advise- 
ment. 

Miles filed the challenge after he

and incumbent mayor Jim Driskell 
finished the runoff with 215 votes 
each and alleged that Driskell had 
received votes illegally, which 
could result in a loss of votes, 
which would change the outcome 
and make Miles the election win- 
ner. 

At Thursday's hearing, the first 
order of business was to act on a 
motion filed by Miles seeking to

was a conflict of interest and viola- 
tive of the Alabama Code of Profes- 
sional Responsibility and created an 
“appearance of impropriety,” 


Blair told Judge Butts that Mrs. 
Jared served at the pleasure of the 
mayor and council in New Brockton 
and that she was employed by a 
vote of the mayor and council. 


"There appears to be a conflict of 


interest between the law firm and 
the case," stated Blair, 

Lindsey responded that "The 
City of New Brockton is not a par- 
ty in this lawsuit! The lawsuit is 
between two private citizens and it 
is none of Mr, Miles business who 
I represent." 

Judge Butts remarked that the is- 
sue must be settled before the case 
could continue and ruled that "It is 
the professional responsibility of 
Mr. Lindsey to decide if there is a 
conflict of interest and the issue ad- 
dresses itself to him and not the 
court," 

Butts then denied the motion. 

After the first motion was de- 
nied, Lindsey then filed a motion 
on behaif of Driskell to dismiss the 
challenge. 

The motion to dismiss was two 
fold, with the first part stating 
"The bond and security given 
for the costs of the contest 
is not sufficient to confer 
jurisdiction on the Court to 
proceed with same in that it 
fails to give security for the 
costs of the contest as re- 
yuired...." 

"The bond filed by the contestant 
is not sufficient," stated Lindsey. 
"The contestee must cover all ex- 
penses and no limit is allowed, An 
election challenge is a statutory is- 
sue, not common law, and the bond 
used was such as is seen in com- 
mon law cases. The bond is not 

enough to cover all the court costs 
and after the case is concluded the 


Out of court settlement rejected by Elba council 


The first regular meeting of the 
new Elba City Council was held 
Monday at 5:15 p.m. with all 
members present. 

The business was routine except 
for a 45-minute executive session 
concerning the pending lawsuit filed 
several months ago by former po- 
lice officer Michael Patrick. 

The council met with City At- 
torney Mark Vaughan who told the 
group of a proposed settlement offer 
of the $250,000 civil rights law- 
suit he had received from the Mont- 
gomery attorney representing the 
man. Vaughan noted the case could 


be settled with four conditions: Pur- 
ting the man back on the police 
force; paying back pay of $4800; 
legal fees of $5800 and damages for 
mental anguish of $7500. 

Attorney Vaughan noted Patrick 
was an honorable man and had more 
than his part in cooperating with 
the pre-trial work. He said however 
that if the case goes to trial, he is 
ready at any time. 

Vaughan then added an opinion 
that "if the man did come back he 
ought to have some back pay" and 
"The city ought to pay his attorney 
fees, even though these may be on

The Elba Water & Electric Board 
has held two meetings recently. The 
first was a special meeting last 
Thursday and was dubbed an organi- 
zational meeting to make appoint- 
ments and set policies, Mayor Fred 
Moore was appointed chairman of 
the Board and was also appointed to 
the AEC board to serve with Jack 
Prescott who was already serving 
on that board. 

Pat Boothe was appointed to 
serve as secretary/treasurer and the 
local banks were named as deposito- 
ries. The Board will meet on the 
second Tuesday at 5:15 p.m. 

The regular meeting was held 
on Tuesday evening and the board 
revieweduthe financial condition and 
approved payment of bills totaling 
$17,616.62. 

Board members heard a request 
from the electric department for an 
additional lineman and for replace- 
ment of a 1967 truck used for lifting 
light poles into place. Both recom- 


mendations were taken under advise- 
ment. 

The continuing losses on rural 
water prompted a suggestion that a 
Study be made on the possibility of 
going up on these utility users. 

A discussion on the policy for 
handling delinquent accounts led to 
the formal adoption of a policy of 
late on the 15th with a $5 late fee 
after that and pull meters on the 
20th. Reviewing the list of unpaid 
accounts, some dating back seven 
months, board members went on 
record as being opposed to this 
practice. 

Moore noted that within the last 
week letters have been sent to all 
these accounts informing them 
these bills would be collected by 
whatever means necessary including 
going to small claims court. He 
said the response to these letters had 
been good enough to collect several 
thousand dollars of late utility 
charges.

At this point Councilman John 
W. Sharpless asked for an executive 
session which all parties agreed on 
and the council went into the con- 
ference room with their attomey and 
Police Chief Freddie Hanchey. 

Following this closed portion of 
the meeting, a motion was made by 
Council member Bill Brunson that 
"The City is not able to accept 
settlement as suggested in the let- 
ter, but remains open to further 
setulement offers." The motion was 
approved unanimously. In other 
business the council heard Hanchey 
ask for an additional part-time po- 
lice officer and also a part-time ra- 
dio operator. These two additional 
workers will save the department 
$5500 a year in overtime, he said. 
The council agreed to consider this 
proposal. Council members dis- 
cussed with Hanchey the possibility 
of devising a way of notifying the 
public in case of emergencies such 
as sudden storms, etc. 

Hanchey also noted he was meet- 
ing with a group of ham radio oper- 
ators to set up communications in 
the event of a complete power fail- 
ure. 

New Street Superintendent Jerry 
Brown was introduced to the coun- 
cil. Monday was his first day on the 
job. 

A list of projects for the city to 
work on was submitted to the coun- 


cil by Earl McCollough. The eight 
points in his prepared statement in- 
cluded some highway work but also 
included the need for a recreation 
area at Hawkins-Williams Park, en- 
closing the open shed at Legion 
Field for use by the Singles Club 
and other groups and placing of 
Christmas decorations on Smith 
Avenue. Also was a proposal that 
the old swimming pool be convert- 
ed into a skate board ramp. 

Following his presentation, 
Council member Eddie Vaughan 
said the list was important and he 
had heard many of these same 
things while he was campaigning. 
He suggested the list be held and 
work begin on some of the projects 
as soon as possible. He was espe- 
cially interested in the proposal of a 
bike trail to the city parks. 

A resolution to the state high- 
way department was approved urg- 
ing the completion of work on 
Straightening Highway 84 from the 
end of Davis to Dorsey Trailers. 

Bills totaling $6997.46 were ap- 
proved by the council. 

Vaughan asked, on behalf of the 
Chamber of Commerce, that the 
council get involved in supporting 
the Alabama Reunion. The immedi- 
ate project being supported by the 
Chamber is cleaning up of Elba. 
Mayor Fred Moore appointed Vau- 
ghan, Brunson and Gladys Yelver- 
ton to a committee working with 
the Chamber of Commerce com- 
mittee on this project. 


Construction set for Highway 84 


The State of Alabama Highway 
Dept. wishes to inform the travel- 
ing public that S & C Materials 
and Paving Co. began work on 
U.S. Hwy. 84 from Elba to the 
Coffee-Covington Co. line on Oct. 
6. 

The work consists of extension 
of drainage structures, widening and 
resurfacing. The contractor will fur- 
nish adequate traffic control waming 
devices, including flagman, reflec- 
torized signs, warning lights, 
cones, barricades, barrels and any 
other devices dcemed necessary to 
protect the traveling public during 
the life of the project.

bond won't come close to covering 
the expenses. The actual costs could 
easily reach $30,000." 

Blair answered the Lindsey state- 
ment by commenting that at the 
time of the contest Circuit Clerk 
Jim Ellis was called and asked 
about the amount of the bond that 
would be required and told that a 
$5,000 bond would be sufficient. 

Ellis took the stand and said that 
he did tell Blair that the $5,000 
bond would be needed, based upon 
related issues. 

The second part of the motion to 
dismiss dealt with the contention 
that the court was without jurisdic- 
tion in the matter. 

According to the motion, "The 
Court is wholly without ju- 
risdiction over this action, 
contest or proceeding in that 
a contest of an election may 
be filed only where a person 
has been declared elected to a 
municipal office. The defen- 
dant has not been declared 
elected to the office of 
mayor of the City of New 
Brockton," 

"The Court is without jurisdic- 
tion in this matter," said, Lindsey. 
"An election contest is only appli- 
cable when someone is elected to 
office and no one was elected in 
New Brockton, the election finished 
in a tic. This suit has no merit and 
at best is premature, There is noth- 
ing to contest!" 

Blair disagreed with Lindsey's ar- 
gument and alleged that since the 
election ended in a tie both men 


were declared winners. 

Judge Butts asked Blair who had 
certified both candidates as winners 
and Lindsey answered that "It is the 
duly elected council that must certi- 
fy the election and break the tie and 
that hasn't been done.No one has 
declared either man as the winner of 
the election and until it is done 
there can not be a contest." 

After a short discussion, Blair re- 
versed his earlier opinion and admit- 
ted that no one had been elected to 
the office of mayor. 

Judge Butts told both attorneys 


“Let's get it all out on the table 


now, anything that needs to be said 
needs to be said now for the record. 
It's going to be a long time getting 
this case settled and it appears it 
could go to the Supreme Court, in 
which case it could take at least a 
year,” 

Blair told the judge that if sub- 
poenas were delivered he would be 
ready to go to court in three weeks; 
however, Al Smith, the assistant 
District Attorney in Coffee County, 
stated the DA's office would file an 
objection to the subpoenas, which 
would have to be settled prior to the 
actual case being heard, 

Lindsey told the judge that if the 
motuon to dismiss wasn't granted he 
would take the case to the supreme 
court and remarked that a new, 
mayor four years from now before 
this case is settled. 

Judge Butts then told the parties 
in the case he would take the case 
under advisement and announce his 
decision as soon as possible. 


Health Dept. office sold to First 


Baptist Church for $80,000 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
Oct.10, at the courthouse in Enter- 
prise and voted to sell the current 
health department building in Enter- 
prise for $80,000 to the First Bap- 
tist Church of Enterprise. 

The commission had earlier 
agreed to sell the building and at 
Monday's meeting voted 5-1, with 
Comm. Robert Stephens voting 
against the sale, to sell the building 
to the church, which owns property 
adjoining the property. 

Church officials agreed to allow 
the commission to continue to use 
the building through April, 1990, 
rent free, 

In other action at Monday's 
mecting, the commission: 

***approved the minutes of the 
previous meeting; 

***named SouthTrust Bank as 
the depository of county funds; 

***agreed to seek bids on pest 
control at its next meeting; 

***voted to keep the county's 
health insurance with the state asso- 
ciation; 

***1told Nelline Holcomb to file 
a claim to get reimbursement for 
tires damaged by road conditions on 
a two-mile dirt road near County 
Road 21 and agreed to repair the 
road; 

***heard George Curenton report 
that he would file a lawsuit against 
the county concerning the destruc- 


tion of private property along the 
Sconiersville Road; 

***accepted the low bid of 
$80,279 from ENCO for the con- 
Struction of a new building at the 
Farm Center, in New Brockton; 

***sent Out invitations to bid on 
chairs and tables for the Farm Cen- 
ler; 

***approved a request that the 
county construct a storage building 
at the rear of the Farm Center arena; 

***ayreed to purchase a car for 
the county appraiser to replace the 
need of paying the official 20 cents 
a mile for the use of his private ve- 
hicle; 

***agreed to purchase a protec- 
tive device for the computer used by 
the Registrars; 

***approved a request to seek 
bids on a truck for the maintenance 
engineer; 

***instructed the clerk to pay 
the county's share of the cost of wi- 
dening and resurfacing Highway 87 
near Ino; 

***was informed that ConAgra 
had missed the deadline to file for a 
tax exemption; 

***heard Comm. Averett request 
that the county repair a private yard 
used by a school bus to turn around 
in; 

***and, adopted a proclamation 
declaring the week of Nov.17-24 as 
Farm-City Week in Coffee County.
